television in a back room 
and was unaware of the 
flooding. 

An emergency call was 
put into South West Water 
who said they would re¬ 
spond within three hours. 

By this time the water 
pipes in a neighbouring 
property, occupied by 
Lyme Regis Town Council 
administrative officer 
Vickie Stickler, started 
banging and her father, 
who was staying with her, 
looked out the window and 
saw water running down 
their path. 

As there was no car out¬ 
side the Williams’ house, 
Ms Strickler thought no 
pne was at home and con¬ 
tacted town councillor 
Anita Williams, Mrs and 


Williams’ neice, and her 
husband Keith, who live in 
Uplyme, and their daugh¬ 
ter Jen. 

They immediately drove 
to Summerhill Road by 
which time water was run¬ 
ning in torrents towards 
the Williams’ house so an¬ 
other call was put into 
South West Water and an 
inspector arrived at around 
9 pm. The inspector said 
he did not think the flood¬ 
ing was serious and they 
would deal with it the next 
day (Sunday). 

Like an ocean 

Efforts were made to di¬ 
vert water from the front 
of the Williams’ house 
using planks of wood but 
to no avail. 

By this time water had 
started to enter the 
Williams’ house through 
the front French doors, 
flooding the hall and a 
bedroom, saturating the 
carpets. 


Anita Williams phoned 
South West Water again 
and the inspector and a 
gang from Balfour Beatty 
arrived at 10.50pm. 

Mrs Shirley Williams 
told the View from Lyme 
Regis: “I arrived home 
from the choir concert 
about 10.20pm and no¬ 
ticed the water running 
down Summerhill into 
King’s Way and down to

Born in Dorchester in 1963, Caroline Paul was just 
18 months old when her family moved to a run¬ 
down 300-year-old property near Cerne Abbas. 

Nearly 50 years later, Caroline still lives there 
with her parents and teenage son, running it as 
Giants Head Caravan & Camping Park - a "rural 
touring park for healthy walking types." 

Leaving behind a career as an independent fi¬ 
nancial advisor, Caroline began running Treasure 
Trails Dorset five years ago. 


■ WHAT are treasure trails? 

There are more than 55 walking, driving, cycling and bus 
treasure trails across Dorset. Each trail has clues that you 
need to find and solve to lead you around a route. 

They are designed to show you the best historic and 
picturesque sights of a location, whilst entertaining the 
whole family at once. The trails involve either solving a 
murder mystery, following a treasure hunt or carrying 
out a 'James Bond' style spy mission. Each answer elim¬ 
inates a suspect or a location until you are left with just 
one - the whodunnit, the location of the hidden treasure 
or the code to deactivate the device. 

They are award-winning activities that get the whole 
family out and about exploring. 

■ HOW did you get involved with them? 

I first met Steve Ridd, who started Treasure Trails in Corn¬ 
wall, at an air show in 2004. Steve stood out because of 
his lively, fun attitude. I bought a couple of trails and 
both were fantastic. Steve emailed me a few months 
later to say he was looking for someone to write trails in 
Dorset and would I be interested. As my parents were 
getting a bit older I thought it would be a great thing for 
me to do, to reduce my hours as a financial adviser and 
work from home writing the trails while helping them 
with the holiday park. 

■ HAVE you always enjoyed walks and the country¬ 
side? 

I have always been a country girl and have always loved 
the countryside. My favourite trails are those that ex¬ 
plore some of the lesser-known villages. I love to find 
out all I can about the history, local stories and any gos¬ 
sip from the locals. 

■ HOW do people respond to the walks? 

I do get some great feedback from Trailers. Here are a 
few: "Absolutely fantastic! This is the third one I have 
done with the kids, fabulous!" (Swanage 4 Kids Trail). "Did 
it with friends on a brief holiday in Weymouth and they 
loved it - saw things we would normally miss!" (Wey¬ 
mouth Town). "A lovely way of exploring different places 
and noticing things overlooked before." (Bridport Town) 

■ HAS anyone got horribly lost following your clues? 
Not that I am aware of - or maybe they are still lost! After 
I have written the trails I always, without exception have 



someone else to check them. I give them the trail and I 
follow behind with a clipboard taking notes just in case 
I have written "go left"and it should be "go right". 

■ HOW do you find new routes or themes? 

I have so many trails that I want to write. Whenever I am 
out I very often divert off the main road down narrow 
roads looking for new places to explore, you wouldn't 
believe what can be hidden away. Dorset is just wonder- 
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ful for all those hidden secrets. Who has lived here, who 
was born here and who is buried here, but I am not 
going to tell you any secrets, you will have to check out 
my trails! I also get asked by people to write new trails. 
Sometimes it is possible but in some cases although 
they live in a lovely part of Dorset there is just not quite 
enough to write a full trail, so I make a note and keep 
these for future driving trails. 

■ WHAT is your favourite journey in the world? 

My father had always wanted to go across the Rockies 
in Canada before he got too old (he's 81 now) so about 
five years ago I arranged for him, his older(!) brother, my 
son and myself to go. We went over Christmas and it was 
fantastic. My mother decided to stay home as she could 
see how much work it would be looking after two pen¬ 
sioners who have spent nearly 80 years squabbling (like 
brothers do) and a teenager. I still think this was my 
favourite journey. 

■ WHO living or dead would you most like to go on 
a walk with? 

I suppose I could be really corny and say Pierce Brosnan 
because he could rescue me with one of his James Bond 
manoeuvres but that would be fibbing. It's Pierce Bros¬ 
nan because he is just gorgeous to all us middle-aged 
women. 

■ WHAT would be your ideal destination after a long 
walk? 

Back home to one of my mum's roastie dinners - yum. 

■ DO you Sat Nav? 

Only when I have to, I am a country girl and a lot of this 
techy stuff goes way over my head, I have only just 
learnt how to turn on my son's iPhone and that is as far 
as I have got with it. 

■ WHAT is your earliest memory? 

I can remember sitting in a pram or pushchair passing 
lots of metal railings. Apparently before I moved from 
Dorchester my mother used to walk with me by the 
Dorchester Hospital where there were lots of metal rail¬ 
ings. 

■ WHEN is the last time you had to say sorry? 

Sorry, me? You've got to have done something wrong 
to say sorry! Only joking, probably to my son, I seem to 
say sorry to him every day but I really don't know why, 
maybe to try and keep the peace when he is having one 
of his teenage tantrums.

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Seven chalets demolished after more slips 

TOWN CLERK SAYS COUNCIL WILL HAVETO BE'MORE SELECTIVE'OVER SITE LICENCES 


A TOTAL of seven chalets at Monmouth Beach in Lyme 
Regis have now had to be demolished due to landslip 
damage, despite original plans to take down five. 

Work to demolish five of the stricken chalets began 
last Wednesday but, following further slips over the 
weekend, it was agreed to take down another two with 
work continuing yesterday (Tuesday) and today. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis said the owners of 47 and 48 
Ware Cliff had agreed to allow the same contractor, 
Hansford Construction Ltd., to take down their chalets 
after they were damaged by landslides. 

Mr Lewis continued: “There has been further slips 
since we last reported to council. The owners of 47 and 
48 Ware Cliff have been on site and have agreed that the 
same contractor will also demolish these chalets. 

“There are implications that the slip is moving in a 
south-easterly direction so we are keeping an eye on 
this.” 

Mr Lewis added that, following the most recent move¬ 
ment, a number of chalets on the beach level would be 
moved forward to prevent them from being damaged. 

Town and district councillor Daryl Turner has made 
his concerns about the demolition work known via so¬ 
cial networking site Twitter. Councillor Turner said hav¬ 
ing heavy machinery on a landslip site was “asking for

trouble”. 

However, the town clerk said that the weight of the ma¬ 
chinery pushing down on the toe of the cliff actually im¬ 
proved stabilisation. 

Mr Lewis added: “There is no other way to demolish the 
chalets. We have used Hansford before, they have all the 
knowledge and equipment, and they are doing very well 
down there.” 

In last week’s View From Lyme Regis, a full report on the 
town council’s lengthy debate on the Monmouth Beach 
chalets explained that six were set to lose their site licenses. 
However, Mr Lewis said that following further damage 
caused at the weekend, the council would now be “more 
selective” about which Ware Cliff chalets to grant licenses 
to. 

Licenses will be granted to the Bowling Green chalets, 
Monmouth Beach caravans and chalets at beach level but 
the council will have to look again into which Ware Cliff 
chalets will receive licenses. 

Mr Lewis said the deputy town clerk, John Wright, was 


currently working with West Dorset planners with a 
view to submit a five-year planning application for the 
continued use of the area as a chalet and caravan park 
in July, when the current permission expires. 

If the application is refused because of recent land¬ 
slides, the town council could lose £157,000 income a 
year. 



Flood victims seek compensation

race. It was coming down in torrents. It was like an ocean 
but I did not realise until I got home that we were flooded. 

“When the inspector arrived for a second time I think 
he realised he had made a faux pas. 

“A pump was used but at one time he was trying to fill 
a bucket by scooping the water up in a shovel. It was 
quite pathetic really.” 

Miss Stickler said they realised something was wrong 
when their water pressure dropped and their pipes started 
making a noise. 

“We opened our back door and it was like a river run¬ 
ning past. We traced it to the top of the road outside the 
Williams’ house where the spur had come away from the 
water main. We had to phone the water board every hour 


until they came out.” 

Mrs Williams said she had insurance cover and would 
have to get the saturated carpet replaced. 

“But I will be writing to South Wester Water holding 
them responsible for negligence and I will be seeking 
compensation,” she said. 

Mrs Williams referred to Summerhill as “a brilliant 
community” and thanked Mr Demkiw and Miss Stickler 
for their assistance. 

A spokesperson for South West Water said: “According 
to our records we responded to this burst as an emergency 
in less than two hours from the first call we received. 

“We would be happy to meet Mr and Mrs William to 
discuss their concerns.” 


Seasalt plans for June opening 


SOUTH West clothing chain Seasalt has said it hopes to 
open shop in Lyme Regis in June. 

Lyme Regis has been expecting the opening of the 
Cornish clothing chain, which has 14 branches around 
the South West including one in Sidmouth, since last 
year but so far there has been no sign of an opening at 
8 and 8A Broad Street - former premises of The Toby 
Jug. 

The company has had trouble gaining planning per¬ 
mission for changes at the listed building and has re¬ 
cently submitted a revised application. 

In a statment to Lyme Regis Traders Organisation, 
who have expressed concerns about the shop's current 
poor state of repair, including a smashed window, 
Seasalt director Leigh Chadwick said: "The current sit¬ 
uation is that we are submitting a revised application 
this week so hopefully we will obtain planning permis¬ 


sion to re-fit the shop in eight weeks time. Subject to 
this, we are intending to commence the re-fit work in 
the week commencing April 15th and we are aiming to 
be open to trade in early June. 

"The proposed shop fit is sympathetic with the build¬ 
ing and is relatively'low-key'. Beyond some adaptations 
to the signage and a change of colour to the external 
joinery no works are intended to the shop frontages 
and the proposed changes should be without detri¬ 
ment to the overall setting. 

"Unfortunately, the planners will not allow us to carry 
out any work prior to permission being granted and 
this includes repair of the broken shop window. 

"We are obviously very keen to open our new shop 
and of course, in the current economic climate, to cre¬ 
ate jobs."

Councillor's call for public to 
help save local bus services 


RESIDENTS in Bridport, Beamin- 
ster and the surrounding area are 
being urged to join the fight to save 
local bus routes. 

Councillor Ros Kayes is calling for 
people to respond to a Dorset County 
Council public consultation on the 
future of subsidised bus services by 
filling in the online or paper ques¬ 
tionnaires. 

Councillor Kayes - who represents 
Bridport Town Council on the West¬ 
ern Area Transport Group - said: “It 
is highly likely that subsidies to serv¬ 
ices will be reduced and in some 
cases cut altogether as the county 
council aims to further reduce its ex¬ 
penditure in the next 12 months. But 
these services are a lifeline to many 
communities.” 

A survey of over 900 people from 
Bridport and surrounding villages 
conducted last year by of the Com¬ 
munity Health Campaign managed 
to reduce cuts in services at Bridport 
Community Hospital. 

Councillor Kayes continued: “We 
will be seeking to present the valu¬ 
able information we obtained to the 
county council as part of this consul¬ 
tation, because it also gives evidence 
about the ages and the income levels 
of service users - all of which the 
county council is required to take 
into account. 

“But people must fill in the ques¬ 
tionnaires designed by the county 
council too.” 

Services deemed under threat in¬ 
clude the Drimpton service, the bus 
between Beaminster and Bridport 


Hospital, Bridport & Beaminster to 
Yeovil on non school days, Bridport 
to Catherston Leweston, Bridport to 
Litton Cheney and Beaminster to 
Weymouth two days a week. 

The X53 Jurassic Coast service is 
also supported by council subsidies, 
which covers Exeter to Poole. 

Coucillor Kayes added: “These bus 
services were the reason given to jus¬ 


tify hospital services being cut... so 
if we lose them it would be a trav¬ 
esty.”

The CCG will plan and commission hospital, community health and 
mental health services for Dorset's 750,000 residents from April 2013. 

West Dorset GP Dr Forbes Watson is chairman of NHS Dorset CCG. 

He said: "Over the last year we have been working hard to demon¬ 
strate that we are ready to carry out our new role of ensuring local 
health needs are met and these are making a real difference for local 
communities. 

"We are delighted that the NHS Commissioning Board has recognised 
our efforts and we have achieved the standards that show we are ready 
for this role. 

"I would like to thank everyone who has been involved in the autho¬ 
risation process for their efforts over the past year which has helped 
us to achieve this and we look forward to working with our partners 
to achieve our mission". 

Each of the 102 GP practices in Dorset, including Bournemouth and 
Poole, is a member of the CCG.

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Uplyme flood solutions take 
a step in the right direction 


UPLYME Parish Counci has reported on a “very posi¬ 
tive” meeting with Neil Parish MP to discuss recent 
flooding issues. 

Speaking at the recent parish council meeting, Council¬ 
lor Peter Whiting said he met with Mr Parish, county and 
district councillors and officers and, as a result, a survey 
of local streams and culverts was being carried out, along 
with designs for improved drainage. 

Councillor Whiting said this was a step in the right di¬ 
rection, although it would be some time until funding 
could be found and construction could start. 

A representative from the Environment Agency will be 
attending the next parish council meeting on March 13 th 
to help residents and councillors develop a flood re¬ 
silience plan. There will also be a drop-in session on the 
same day at the Scout Hut between 10.30am and 1.30pm 
for local residents to find out about the new flood warning 
system being developed for Uplyme. 

# UPLYME parish councillors expressed objections 
against the following planning applications: 

Creation of access onto B3165 Lyme Road from land 
east of Yawl Cross, Lyme Road, Ramonds Hill; 

Construction of a single-storey dwelling at Highways, 
Harcombe Road; 

Retrospective application to retain access track at land 
north west of Yawl Hill Lane; 

Extension and conversion of redundant milking parlour 
to form new dwelling at Hillside Farm, Harcombe. 

The councillors found no objections to the following 
applications: 

Construction of two-storey extension and remodelling 
of existing and replacement garage with office accom- 
modtion area at Staddles, Cathole Lane; 

Erect low voltage overhead line at land at Undercliffs, 
Ware.

Turn Lyme Green back in action! 


ECO-friendly group Turn Lyme Green will relaunch it¬ 
self with a public talk on Tuesday, March 5th. 

Following a campaign to reduce the amount of plas¬ 
tic bags used in the town, launched in 2007, and 
other eco-initiatives,Turn Lyme Green has been quiet 
in recent years but is now back in the public eye. 

Richard Toft and team from Bridport Renewable En¬ 
ergy Group will be speaking at the Town Mill Malt- 
house about their DIY Anaerobic Digester on March 
5th, starting at 7pm. All are welcome to attend. 

As well as all the things you can put into your com¬ 
post, an Anaerobic Digester can take grass, cooked 
food, meat and fish, oil and fat, and stale bread. The 
biomass is reduced to about a fifth resulting in a liq¬ 
uid fertiliser and nutrient rich soil. 

When heated to 40-degree centigrade, bacteria 
break down the biomass giving off biogas, and this 
gas can be used as an alternative energy source. 

The Bridport Renewable Energy Group believes that 
anaerobic digestion could add value to small scale 
food production.Thanks to some European and Chalk 


and Cheese funding, they have bought a proprietary 
digester. 

The group has been developing the process at Our- 
ganics in West Dorset, an off-grid market garden and 
educational centre run on organic principles. 

Mr Croft said: "We have now built several DIY di¬ 
gesters, at domestic scale, and it is one of these that 
we will use for the demonstration for Turn Lyme 
Green." 

Turn Lyme Green leader, Candida Blaker, added: 
"This is the first Turn Lyme Green gathering for some 
time and we are looking forward to celebrating our 
sixth year anniversary with some refreshments after 
BREG has shown us their digestor. 

"We can also share news of many other exciting ini¬ 
tiatives, and ideas of what we want to do next. Every¬ 
one is welcome, we look forward to seeing you."

ONE of the first duties for the next Mayor of Lyme 
Regis will be to sign the charter setting up the of¬ 
ficial twinning of the town with Barfleur, in Nor¬ 
mandy.

Dick Whittington And His Cat 

Lyme Regis Pantomime Society 
Marine Theatre, Lyme Regis 


P ANTOMIME is the 
ideal vehicle to in¬ 
troduce young peo¬ 
ple to the stage - mainly 
because it is so much fun. 

They get the chance to 
do a bit of singing and 
dancing in the chorus line, 
graduate to one of the less 
taxing principal roles - and 
if they have obvious talent, 
which many of them do, a 
leading role beckons. 

Tina Paveley has pan¬ 
tomime in her blood with 
mother Shirley’s connec¬ 
tion with the Lyme society 
going back to the 1950s 
when she was one of the 
leading lights. 

Having come through the 
ranks, Tina is now a sea¬ 
soned stage professional, 
perfect principal boy mate¬ 
rial, and her portrayal of 
Dick Whittington was up 
there among her best work 
on the local stage. 

Gemma Hatton is an¬ 
other home-grown talent 
who has blossomed into a 
huge asset for the Lyme 
society. 

As a member of the tal¬ 
ented Rattenbury family 
(her father Brian is one of 
the town’s most popular 
stage performers), she has 
a natural aptitude for com¬ 


edy and her portrayal in 
the traditional dame role of 
Sarah The Cook in Dick 
Whittington is being hailed 
as a stellar performance by 
all who filled the Marine 
Theatre auditorium last 
week. She was simply hi¬ 
larious, with perfect timing 
and establishing an instan¬ 
taneous rapport with the 
audience. 

A star is born 

Gemma has appeared in 
previous Lyme pantos in 
the knock-about comedy 
roles, but this was her 
biggest part to date and 
solved the society’s peren¬ 
nial problem of filling the 
dame role. 

I came away from the 
show, like most others I 
suspect, thinking that an¬ 
other star was born. 

Another big plus for the 
society was the perform¬ 
ance of 17 year-old 
Melissa Denslow who 


played alongside Tina 
Paveley in the role of 
Alice, daughter of Aider- 
man Fitzwarren. 

This was Melissa’s very 
first role with the pan¬ 
tomime society and with 
Tina’s encouragement she 
rose to the challenge with a 
very confident perform¬ 
ance and featuring in some 
charming duets, especially 
“I Chose Right” and “I 
Can’t Take My Eyes From 
You”. 

Melissa had great family 
support in the show from 
grandmother Catherine 
Brooks, mum Claire and 
brother Charlee and I am 
sure we will be seeing 
much more of her on the 
Lyme stage in the future. 

And a word of praise for 
Charlee, too. He played a 
couple of small parts but 
lost his voice at the dress 
rehearsal and had to mime 
his words which were de¬ 


livered backstage by his 
gran’s partner, Mike 
Brooks, who, I understand 
adopted a very camp ac¬ 
cent on the final night, 
bringing the house down. 

The laughterometre also 
went to maximum every 
time Tanya Rattenbury 
walked on stage as Idle 
Jack. Her natural bubbly 
nature is ideally suited to 
the pantomime genre and 
she always manages to 
squeeze the maximum 
from the corny jokes and 
knock-about scenes. 


Much of the comedy also 
came from Val Hawkins, a 
familiar pantomime face in 
Lyme, and young Harvey 
Causley in the roles of the 
Captain and Mate of the 
Golden Venture ship, 
whilst Shirley Colley 
made her usual appearance 
as the baddie, King Rat, 
generating the requisite 
number of boos and hisses 
along the way. 

Catherine Brooks used 
her experience to good ef¬ 
fect as the most sparkly of 
fairy godmothers with a 


performance to match, and 
Chris Quick, growing in 
confidence with every 
show, kept the flag flying 
for masculinity as the only 
adult male in the show, 
playing the role of Aider- 
man Fitzwarren and look¬ 
ing like he was enjoying 
himself.

Council names 
three roads for 
speed testing 

DRIVERS on Anning Road, Uplyme Road and 
Woodmead Road in Lyme Regis will be encour¬ 
aged to slow down with the installation of a speed 
indicator device. 

The town council-owned device has previously 
been used on Sidmouth Road and Timber Hill, 
pointing out the speeds of those driving over the 
limit. Councillors have now agreed to install the 
device on three news roads for at least a week at a 
time. 

Speaking at last week's Town Management Com¬ 
mittee, CouncillorTerry O'Grady said he did not see 
the point of having it installed for just one week 
and asked that it be in place for at least two. 

Councillor Gage added: "In an area such as An¬ 
ning Road, where speed is clearly a problem, there 
are cars on both sides of the road and it is one of 
the most densely populated areas of the town, I 
would like to see it there much longer." 

He said he supported the proposed locations and 
would like to see follow-ups from the local police. 

Councillor Ellis disagreed that the device should 
be in place for longer than a week. 

She said: "I was under the impression that the 
longer it was there, the more likely people are to 
ignore it. If it becomes ineffective it's pointless hav¬ 
ing it." 

Councillor O'Grady argued that the 20mph speed 
indicator device in Axminster was permanently in 
place and people still paid attention to it. 

Referring to the fact that the device has been 
particularly under-used since the council bought 
it, he added: "I never want it to go back in its box 
again. I would like to see it rotated around the 
town."

District council not 
doing enough to 
tackle dog fouling 

A TOWN councillor has complained that West 
Dorset District Council does not do enough to 
tackle dog's mess in Lyme Regis. 

At last week's Town Management Committee, 
Councillor Terry O'Grady picked up on a number 
of complaints from the public about dog mess at 
various locations around the town. 

He said: "Dog fouling - the usual problem that 
plagues this town and, as usual, West Dorset does 
naff all. 

"If we do catch owners allowing their dogs to 
foul we need to prosecute and make an example 
of them." 

Councillor O'Grady was told that the town coun¬ 
cil's own enforcement officer could not issue on 
the spot fines but could recommend fines to the 
district council, which has its own dog warden. 

Councillor Chris Clipson said dog fouling was 
"not just a small town problem, it's a national 
problem".

A preview of Shady Tree talk 


PICTURED top right, five girls take a break from the 
laundry (now Jordan Flats) near Shady Tree in Lyme 
Regis. 

The gate they were sat upon was situated halfway 
up the present day footpath from Jordan Flats to An- 
ning Road and the land behind it under ShadyTree 
was one of the only flat places in Lyme, hence a pop¬ 
ular place for children to play. 

ShadyTree was chopped down when numbers 29 
and 30 Anning Road were built on the site in the late 
1940s. 

The girls in the photo are, form the left, Miss Grat¬ 
tan, unknown, Maud Grattan, Ethel Gollop and 
Fanny Govier. 

This is just one of many old photos of Lyme that 
local historian Ken Gollop will be presenting as he 
explores the history of social housing in Lyme Regis 
in the next of his popular "Shady Tree" talks 

The talk will be held on Sunday, March 3rd. Doors 
open at 2pm for a 2.30pm start. 

The photo below right is of Colway Mead in 1930, 
showing the incomplete housing estate with Bay 
View Road yet to be built. Colway Lane slopes up on 
the left and the large white house near the top of 
the hill is the present dayTreetops residential home 
on Timber Hill. 

Queen's Walk and Applebee Way would be built in 
the fields behind Colway Mead in more recent times. 

The demise of the Lyme Youth Club in 1949 fol¬ 
lowed by the start of the Boys' Club, and what 
teenagers did in the 1950s will be touched upon in 
the talk, as will landslips, mermaids and a few other 
topical subjects.

Lyme Matters

■ 
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M Y father was a 
keen gar¬ 
dener, or at 
least an energetic one. 

I’m not sure how 
much he actually en¬ 
joyed it but it was a 
question of necessity. 

When I was a kid he 
would spend every 
Sunday, especially 
when the weather was 
fine, as did most of the 
men in the Anning 
Road in the 1950s, toil¬ 
ing in our 60-feet long 
stretch of garden at the 


back of the house with 
every nook and cranny 
cultivated. 

We lived off the back 
of his labours, as all 
families did in our road 
as food rationing came 
to an end. There was 
never any need to buy 
vegetables, fruit was in 
abundance and we 
even kept our own 
chickens, although I 
distinctly remember 
my father struggling 
with the slaughtering 
of our Sunday lunch. 


We never went hungry, 
a day never past without 
a nutritious hot meal on 
the table. And there 
were tons of treats - 
fresh strawberries dur¬ 
ing the season, home¬ 


made cakes and biscuits 
and my mum’s special¬ 
ity - nubbies (rock 
cakes). 

I remember those Sun¬ 
days like it was yester¬ 
day. There was always a 


lot of laughs, the men 
sharing family gossip 
while swigging from bot¬ 
tles of cider in those 
heatwave summers. We 
kids would run from 
house to house, “Two 


Way Family Favourites” 
would blare out from the 
radio. There would be 
great excitement if 
someone from Lyme, a 
soldier serving in 
Cyprus or some other 
hot-spot, got a mention. 

I still live in that house 
today. Apart from a few 
greenhouse tomatoes, 
we don’t grow any fruit 
and veg. Both gardens, 
front and back have long 
been grassed over. 

I’m no gardener, al¬ 
though my wife Jackie 
is and spends hours 
making that same strip 
of land my dad sweated 
over every Sunday look 
nice for the visitors who 
stay in our garden flat in 
the summertime. 

Occasionally, I help 
out by cutting the lawns, 
keeping the garden fur¬ 
niture smart and reli¬ 
giously getting the 
barbecue out of the shed 
and making sure there’s 
enough gas in the bottle 
for the family barbecues 
that are invariably 
washed out. 

Today it’s bitter cold 
outside but there are 
signs that spring is on 
its way. The evenings 


are drawing out and 
there are some small 
signs in the garden that 
warmer days are just 
around the corner. 

Soon the daffodils, my 
favourite flower, will 
be out in abundance. 
When we were kids we 
used to cycle over to 
Wootton, pick baskets 
of wild daffodils and 
sell bunches of them 
around the estate for 
threepence. 

Sometimes I sit in my 
garden and dream of 
those carefree days 55 


years ago. I can see my 
Dad sweating away in 
his vest, digging pota¬ 
toes, picking carrots 
and chasing chickens. 

There’s still the occa¬ 
sional whiff of roast 
beef but not from our 
house. We never eat at 
lunchtimes, always in 
the evening. 

Back in 1955 we never 
had lunch; it was din¬ 
ner and tea. We had lit¬ 
tle but we wanted for 
nothing either. 

Happy days - gone 
but not forgotten.

Jurassic flight simulator to stay 


THE Jurassic Airlines flight simulator will continue oper¬ 
ating on Lyme Regis seafront after its stint in the Jubilee 
Pavilion is finished. 

The flight simulator, operated by Hartnell Creative Com¬ 
munications and Lyme Regis Development Trust, has been 
in the pavilion on Marine Parade since October and will 
continue to open in the same location until March 22nd. 

Town councillors have now given permission for the ini¬ 
tiative to continue operating in the Market Area of the Ma¬ 
rine Parade shelters, next to the pavilion, from March 23rd 
to May 17th. This will include the Easter holidays, May 
Day Bank Holiday and the Lossil Lestival, during which it 
was originally launched in the Market Area last year. 

In return, Jurassic Airlines will continue offering Lyme 
Regis Town Council 10 per cent of ticket sales, but it is not 
certain how much this has generated so far. 

Deputy town clerk John Wright has estimated that the 
council could earn between £500 and £1,500 from the sim¬ 
ulator between March and May. However, when asked how 
much the council had received so far he could not give a 
figure. 

The request to extend the operation of the simulator was 
discussed at last week’s Town Management Committee, 
where only Councillor Michaela Ellis spoke against the 
proposal. 

She asked: “How much money have we had from them 
so far. I think we need to take that into account.” 

She then referred to an agreement made between Jurassic 
Airlines and the Lyme Regis Branch of Cancer Research 
UK that a donation would be made to the charity from sim¬ 
ulator ticket sales made on the day of the Great Christmas 


Pudding Race in December, as the branch had previously 
booked the pavilion for this event but were unable to use 
it because of the simulator. 

Councillor Ellis said: “To date I don’t think they have 
had anything.” 

She continued: “They say it brings people to the town 
but does it? It’s just words on a piece of paper.” 

Councillor Ellis said she thought the simulator should be 
treated as a commercial enterprise and was concerned it 
was stopping other local groups raising funds at the shel¬ 
ters. 

The deputy town clerk said he did not have figures on 
how much the council had received to date, he did not 
know if a donation had been made to Cancer Research UK 
and only two bookings had been made for the Market Area 
for this period, and both could be moved into the Perform¬ 
ance Area. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell added that the simulator was 
only partially commercial, with half the funds going to the 
development trust, which was a charity. 

She added: “The income may be less than we thought but 
we should be grateful for any income. Ten per cent of 
something is better than nothing..” 

She proposed allowing the simulator to use the Market 
Place for the requested period, which was agreed with only 
Councillor Ellis voting against. 

Councillors also agreed it was important that the neigh¬ 
bouring National Trust shop was happy with the set up and 
the deputy town clerk would hold discussions with Jurassic 
Airlines on how much they intended to contribute towards 
electricity.

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Affordable housing: a new way forward for Lyme 

PUBLIC MEETING CALLED TO DISCUSS POSSIBILITY OF SETTING UP A NEW COMMUNITY LAND TRUST 


F OR many residents of Lyme Regis, the ability to 
afford housing of their own has been an unrealis- 
able dream for a long time. Now, there is an option 
that could make it a reality. 

Everyone in the local community is keenly aware that 
Lyme Regis suffers from a shortage of affordable hous¬ 
ing, and a solution to the problem would create a very 
significant benefit - particularly for many of our younger 
people. Since 2008, Lyme Forward has been carrying out 
detailed studies to seek solutions, but the rules concerning 
development land allocation anywhere but in very small 
communities made useful progress difficult. 

However, the current government’s focus on localism 
has led to changes in the planning options for small towns 
such as Lyme Regis. There has also been a substantial in¬ 
terest across the country in establishing Community Land 
Trusts (CLTs), which can take advantage of the opportu¬ 
nities offered under this new planning scenario. 

Last year, a group was established in Lyme Regis with 
encouragement from the town council and LymeForward, 
which for several months has explored whether the cre¬ 
ation of a local CLT is practicable, and if it could poten¬ 
tially help in creating some affordable housing. 

This volunteer group comprises Denis Yell, a retired 
Projects Director; Keith Jenkin, a retired bank manager; 
Ray Smith, who after a long career in industry has for 
many years helped local communities with affordable 
housing in Shropshire, and in Lyme Regis with Lyme 
Regis Development Trust; and Keith Shaw, who led the 
LymeForward work referred to above. All four have lived 
in Lyme Regis for several years, but are keen to be joined 
by long-term local residents with an interest in the hous¬ 
ing dilemma. 

The group has developed some useful initial ideas, 
which have received positive support from Oliver Letwin 
MP, as well as the regional CLT network, West Dorset 
District Council and Lyme Regis Town Council. In order 
to inform the community of this progress, and to describe 
their future plans, the group will be hosting a public meet¬ 
ing on Monday, March 11th at 7.30pm in the Woodmead 


Halls. All are welcome to attend and there will be no 
charge for admission. 

The group and their advisors will review the concept of 
a CLT and describe the perceived opportunities for af¬ 
fordable housing which could be developed. They will 
also be appealing for volunteers to help achieve these 
goals. 

The group have provided the following background in¬ 
formation, to ensure that those attending the meeting 
can arrive with at least a rudimentary understanding of 
what is involved: 

• The general UK shortage of affordable housing is a 
particular problem in communities such as Lyme Regis - 
with relatively low wages and high house prices - and a 
resolution of this crisis is a high priority issue at all levels 
in government. Here in Lyme it is one of the key housing 
aims the Community Plan. 

• However, despite strenuous efforts by many people 
over several years - particularly LymeForward, the town 
council and West Dorset District Council - the problems 
in Lyme Regis have, if anything, become worse rather 
than better over the past few years. Only 23 affordable 
houses have been built in the town since 2000, against a 
predicted need of over 100 dwellings in the period 2008- 
2011 alone. 

• The starting point for any affordable housing scheme 
has to be the acquisition of suitable land at low (or nil) 
cost. Once the land is acquired it must then be managed 
and protected to ensure it remains available for such 
housing in perpetuity. One way of achieving this would 
be to form a Community Land Trust (CLT). 

• The CLT concept has been around for several decades 
and has worked well both in North America and here in 
UK. It involves the establishment of a local community 
led group that would take freehold ownership of suitable 
sites in perpetuity. Either the CLT would then build the 
homes itself, or lease the land to a housing association or 
similar for them to build and manage the housing. The 
CLT would have the power to influence the type of hous¬ 
ing to be built, the definition of “local” people for whom 


it is to be built, and the terms of any tenancy (or sale). 

• The fundamental premise for a CLT is that it is es¬ 
tablished by the community solely for the benefit of the 
community. Other CLTs undertake a range of activities, 
including the provision of local shops, village halls, and 
even pubs; but in Lyme Regis it is proposed that, at least 
for the start, focus is placed affordable housing. Mem¬ 
bership or shareholding is open to the community, and 
the governing body of the CLT is elected by the mem¬ 
bers. 

• It is intended that a CLT be formally established with¬ 
out delay, and the priority will then be to identify philan¬ 
thropic (or public) owners of suitable sites - within or 
adjacent to our town - that could be acquired at little or 
no cost. A recent example of this is the development next 
to the village hall in Uplyme . 


• One should not underestimate the effort that will be 
needed to drive the idea forward. It will require a great 
deal of hard work and patience. However, the existing 
group already has widespread support and will welcome 
help from anyone in the community who would like to 
become a member of the CLT. In particular, at the public 
meeting, the team will be keen to hear from people who 
would hope to become tenants or owners of the housing 
which the CLT aims to provide.

The new way forward was agreed after chairman 
John Broom said: "My committee feels that the 
four yearly reunions have run their course. The 


first reunion was packed, but it has got less and 
less each time since." 

Mr Broom, who earlier had announced his inten¬ 
tion not to seek re-election, agreed to stay in of¬ 
fice until the next annual meeting in November. 

Members were encouraged by the enthusiastic 
and positive response of ex-pupil Adam Austin 
who has organised a reunion of former students 
who attended the school between 1975 and 1982. 

The reunion will take place at Lyme Regis Foot¬ 
ball Club on June 1 st and a gathering of about 200 
was expected, with a marquee being set up on the 
pitch. 

Mr Austin said: "There is a genuine appetite 
among ex-students to come to a reunion." 

Treasurer Roz Cupper reported a bank balance 
of £4,400. The officers and committee were- 
elected en-bloc.

More transparency needed after 
landslips reveal town council's 
dependency on stricken chalets 


■ THE insight into our town's finances provided by the 
chalet slip is remarkable (“Chalet slips could lose coun¬ 
cil £157k per year”, View from Lyme Regis, February 
20th). 

Information has, as a result, been shared with the pub¬ 
lic that a huge chunk of Lyme Regis Town Council’s 
(LRTC) annual income comes from ground rents that 
are backed by only short-term planning permission, 
which in turn depends on the vagaries of geology and 
climate. 

From that perspective, LRTC's long-standing practice 
(as I understand it) of holding a substantial cash reserve 
made excellent sense. 

What's harder to understand is why Councillor Owen 
Lovell was the only town councillor, some four years 
ago, who questioned the wisdom of LRTC going into 
debt to build the shelters' shops and community rooms. 
Did even he question the use of the reserve to build the 
main part of the shelters in between them? 

At the time, we were told that the debt would be paid 
off by the shop rents. A few weeks ago we were told that 
the shelters would be running at a significant loss for 
several years to come. 

If there had been greater transparency of LRTC fi¬ 
nances at that time, might more pressure have been put 
on councillors to balance the shelter dream with the po¬ 
tentially slippery financial reality? 

Let's hope that this (potential) crisis encourages LRTC

to continue its recent trend towards such greater trans¬ 
parency. For example, I would guess that a lot of towns¬ 
folk would like to know soon what LRTC's plans would 
be if significant income is lost due to the slips, or if sig¬ 
nificant spending is needed to shore them up. Hopefully, 
anxieties can be allayed over what is actually going on. 

Talking of transparency, I note that the Mayor sat out 
the three and a half hour debate on the chalet slip be¬ 
cause of a significant personal financial interest. What¬ 
ever the rule book says, it would surely be common 
sense that she should also have excused herself from all 
council work (face-to-face, by phone or email) in 
preparing the brief for that meeting, and in deciding 
whether a special, earlier meeting was needed. Did she? 

In all of this context, and others, the suggestion put to 
the editor of this newspaper that he has no right to crit¬ 
icise those in public office (“Going soft on the council 
- who me?”, View from Lyme Regis, February 20th) is, 
quite frankly, weird. Indeed, in the context of a democ¬ 
racy, it is more than a bit sinister. So well done to John 
Grantham for speaking up, on a different but equally 
important local issue, about how democracy is precisely 
about the exchange of many views (“Cabinet system 
leads to 'risky decision making'”, LymeLetters, February 
20th).

New 188 MPG Audi A3 
e-tron motors into Geneva 

Plug-in hybrid provides a realistic glimpse into the future of Audi, 
as the new A3 e-tron makes its debut at the Geneva Motor Show 


AUDI will make all the right connections next 
month when the A3 e-tron petrol/electric hy¬ 
brid - capable of up to 188mpg - adds to the 
roster of highlights on the Audi stand at the 
Geneva Motor Show. Integrating a conven¬ 
tional petrol engine and an electric motor, the 
advanced plug-in hybrid offers impressive 
performance, exceptional efficiency and, 
equally crucially, complete freedom from 
'range anxiety'. 

The electrification of the drivetrain, above all 
using plug-in technology, will play a decisive 
role in the model strategy of the Vorsprung 
durch Technik brand.This latest development 
is designed to give some insight into how the 
technology will take shape in the Audi models 
of the future. 

A modified 1.4-litreTFSI unit, in this applica¬ 
tion featuring a peak power output of 150PS, 
provides the more 'conventional' input for the 
A3 e-tron. A clutch links 
this to a 75kw electric 
motor, which is inte¬ 
grated into a newly de¬ 
signed six-speed 'e-S 
tronic' transmission 

sending power to the 
front wheels. Com¬ 
bined, the two power 
units generate 204PS of 
system power and 

350PS of system 

torque, good for a 0- 
62mph sprint of 7.6 
seconds and a top 


speed of 138mph. Peak torque from the elec¬ 
tric motor is instantly available from rest to 
around 2000 rpm, and maximum torque from 
theTFSI engine is on hand between 1,750 and 
4,000 rpm. 

Equally importantly, according to the ECE 
standard for plug-in hybrid cars, the A3 Sport- 
back-based e-tron is capable of covering up to 
188mpg with C02 emissions of just 35g/km. 

The Audi A3 e-tron can run exclusively on 
electric power for up to 31 miles at speeds of 
up to 80mph, or can be powered by petrol 
combustion alone. Alternatively, the hybrid 
mode brings both units into play, and the 
driver can choose to run these simultaneously 
- a function known as 'boosting'. When the 
driver stops accelerating in this mode, both 
motors temporarily deactivate, eliminating 
motor braking torque and allowing the car to 
glide to conserve fuel and recuperate energy.

Tragedy strikes Buckler's yard again 


TRAGEDY has struck Bob Buckler's yard for the sec¬ 
ond time this season when Maim Head had to be 
put down after stumbling and breaking his pelvis 
when poised to win the32Red.com Handicap Chase 
at Chepstow on Saturday. 

The eight-year-old who had been backed down to 
2/1 favourite following his return to form looked as 
if he would win or indeed be involved in the finish 
having provided a faultless show of jumping as they 
approached the second last. 

However it would appear his back legs did the 
splits as he landed and he stumbled unseating An¬ 
drew Glassonbury. 

Buckler was too upset to talk much about the inci¬ 
dent that was witnessed by a number of the Strictly 
Come Racing syndicate who owned him. 

There was also sadness tinged with relief and pride 
in the yard, at the retirement of The Sawyer, one of 
the best horses that Buckler has trained. 

Winner of £216,000 of prize money over his 60-race 
career, the 13-year-old had to concede to old age 
after trailing in well down the field in the Jerry Moyni- 
han Memorial Handicap Chase at Towcesteron Sun¬ 
day. 

Leading early on he dropped back as the pace in¬ 
creased, and despite another impeccable bout of 
jumping Glassonbury told Buckler after that: "Like 
you Bob, age is catching up with him". 

A winner on his debut almost nine years ago in a 
bumper on the same Northamptonshire course, he 



won seven races; the last the Betfair Trophy Handi¬ 
cap Chase at Cheltenham two years ago. 

He was known for his impeccable jumping that 
was borne out by the fact he only fell once in his ca¬ 
reer in the John Smith's Topham Chase atAintree in 
2009. 

It is not sure what he will do in retirement, he could 
go hunting or perhaps novice point-to-point. 


Buckler said: "He has been a great servant and a 
pleasure to train. He would be brilliant at teaching 
young people to ride, maybe a novice point-to-point 
rider; he has such a lovely temperament. We are love 
him to bits and he will be sadly missed." 

Somerset Lias was the only other runner last 
week, and although he finished way down the field 
in his second bumper at Sandown on Friday after 
such a brilliant debut in finishing second, Buckler 
was not too dismayed. 

"We have a few horses under the weather in the 
yard at the moment, and he didn't eat up in the 
morning and ran very flat. 

"However it was a very hot bumper he was running 
in. Having finished second and beating some very 
good horses in his debut, you wouldn't expect him to 
go off at 40/1, and the fact he did showed what high 
class horses there were in the race. In fact he ran bet¬ 
ter than his price suggested." 

Unfortunately Cosavita was unable to make her 
debut for the Henley stable on Sunday due to a 
bruised foot. 

The eight-year-old mare had success in France 
early in her career winning a black type hurdle race 
but didn't fare too well under the stewardship of 
trainer Dai Rees. 

Since then she has foaled and now two years later, 
Buckler is looking to see if she has her original talent. 

"We are looking to see if she can repeat her early 
success. If not she will be returned to stud."
